Preliminary list of the Lepidoptera recorded 
from Erek Mountain (Van Province, East Turkey)

Abstract: Preliminary list of the moths recorded from Erek Mountain (Van Province, East Turkey). 
Cesa News 149: 1-15, 37 figs. 

In this paper, 196 species of 17 families are listed from Erek Mt (Van Province, East Turkey). 
Observational images of some species and genitalia used for identifications are added. Phenological 
and faunistical notes are given to some species. Early stage and larval food-plant of Polygonia egea 
are mentioned and illustrated. 

Keywords: Lepidoptera, fauna, Erek Mountain, Van, Turkey 


Within the Project of the Cesa, announced recently in the ResearchGate “ Lepidoptera fauna of Erek 
Mountain (Van Province, East Turkey) (LEM) ”, first list of the 196 lepidopteran species are given below. The 
species were collected by the authors from the mountain at irregular intervals. The butterflies of Erek 
Mountain in ipekyolu district (Van Province) was studied by Kayci (2007). His list has been updated today. 
The present paper deals with the butterfly observations and the moths recorded by the authors in the past 
from various places of Erek Mt., as well as some autumnal species collected during the past October (Fig. 17). 

The authors listed 1179 Lepidopteran species known from Van, as well as the other pterygots of this 
province (Kogak & Kemal, 2012). Since then, the number of the species of Lepidoptera has reached to 1568, 
while the species of other pterygota 1477. 

Erek (3200m) is a difficult, steep, and rocky mountain, especially from the standpoint of night 
collecting. Inside of the mountain, there is no road. On the other hand, the ring roads are very far from the 
mountain mass. By day, up to the elevation 2500m can be studied from the eastern slopes. But the night 
collecting in the next years will be probably restricted below 2300m. Under these circumstances, the 
expected number of the species of the Lepidoptera may not be so high. But yet, the fauna of this mountain is 
apparently under the influence of West Asiatic Elements zoogeographically. Therefore, interesting records 
are expected.
